As no election of Producer Representatives was held in 1968, the members; 
remains unchanged. i) 


Conditions of Supply 

No basic alterations were made to the conditions of supply for the 19674} 
year as offered to producers in November, 1967. However, in the light of th: 
disastrous crop conditions which were experienced in many areas, ihe Authority 
in March cancelled the existing conditions of supply, and producers wer 
guaranteed a minimum final payment of 14 cents per lb. In addition, producen 
were encouraged to take advantage of an extended straight purchase system whid 
proved to be particularly valuable in assuring continuity of supply for sever 
of the specialty packs of named floral sources which were in short supply. 


South Island Branches 

In June, 1968, the Authority acquired the property, plant, stocks and goodwill 
of the honey packing businesses formerly owned by Messrs D. F. Penrose Lid al 
Hornby and Messrs R. L. Holland and Co. at Pleasant Point. In addition to gwit 
producer control of a major proportion of the honey sold through trade channel 
in New Zealand, the purchase of these businesses made immediately available f 
export honey stocks held by them surplus to their requirements. 


Production and Intake 

The intake of 494 tons (Auckland Plant only) represented 
intake on record. However honey stocks taken over on the purchas Brand 
South Island Branches increased the stocks available to the Authority and. abli 
trading results for the 3 months to 31st August, 1968, materially assisted by £ hon 
the Authoritys overheads to be allocated over an increased volume © 
reducing the overhead cost per Ib.
